Ho is credited on a day hook by such
payments na he moy make for supplies
during the month. For every payment so
credited, he is required to file a voucher,
showlng every transacllon fn  full, ihe
date, the name of the seller, the arlicle
purchased, the quantity, the price unid,
and the total amount of the purchase.

ACCOUNTS AUDITED.

On or abput the Gth of the following
month, tha Executles Commlttee meets
and audits the Steward's accounts for the
preceding month examining them In detall
and verlfylng the additions and the bal-
ancos, pro and con.

Thega vouchers are then entered on the
Joturnal nnd general ledger, numbered, and
filed for future refirence [f necessary.

The Bteward Is nuthorized to sell saun-
dry artlcles of hospital property, such a=s
Iddes, tallow, &¢., &e. Each sale s en-
tered on the sales' book: In full detall,
and at the end of the month thg total of
sales 1s deposlied In bank to the credit of
the support account of the Western State
Hosplial, The sales book 1= nlso subject
to the Inspection of the Executiva Com-
mittee,

The payments by pay-patients, on
board account are made directly Lo the
hospital, and are doposited In bank as
Fo0m a8 made to the eredil of the "Hoard
Account of the Western Stato Iosplital.'*
At tha end ot each quarter they are
trimsferred to the credlit of the support
account of the hospltal, where they he-
come subject to the cueck of the Exccu-
tive Committee nlone, as stated anhove.

METHOD OF PURCHASING.
